Rutgers, The State University, which began as a struggling colonial college be- 
fore the Revolution, celebrated its Bicentennial Anniversary in 1966, Founded in 
1766 by Dutch pioneers, Rutgers originally was called Queens College under a 
charter from King George III of England. The young college's existence was 
threatened by the Revolution, but growth followed that conflict, just as unprece- 
dented expansion was experienced after the last World War. 

Rutgers was given its present name in 1825, after generous gifts had been re- 
ceived from Colonel Rutgers, a New York philanthropist. Forty years later it was 
designated the Land Grant College of New Jersey, the liberal arts course was en- 
larged, and courses leading to bachelor degrees in agriculture and engineering were 
added. 

In 190g a ceramics department was established, New Jersey College for Women 
with its own New Brunswick campus, was founded in 1918; the School of Education 
added in 1923; and in 1925 the Extension Division for non-degree education and the 
School of Journalism were established. The College of Pharmacy was added in 1927, 
University College, degree-granting evening division, was established in 1934, and 
Newark University was merged with Rutgers in 1946. In 1945, the State Legislature 
brought all divisions of Rutgers within the designation of the State University of 
New Jersey. In 1950, an act of the State Legislature incorporated the College of South 
Jersey in Camden, including a two-year liberal arts college and a law school, into 
the State University as the Rutgers College of South Jersey, In April, 1955, N.J.C. 
was renamed Douglass College. In 1956, under corganization program, the Uni- 
versity was officially designated, Rutgers, The State University, and came under the 
management of an 11-man Board of Governors. 

Dr. Mason W. Gross, the 16th president of the University, was inaugurated in 
May, 1959: 

Rutgers has grown from about 3,000 students in 1957 to more than double that 
now. The future, which includes growth at Livingston College, formerly mp 
Kilmer, and a new medical school, is aimed at ever-increasing service to the State of 
New Jersey.

The Rutgers Coaching Staff 


John F. Bateman, Head Coach 


Jon BATEMAN, who led Rutgers to a g-o record in 1961, and has a career 
coaching mark of 43-30, is beginning his ninth season on the Banks of the 
Raritan. 

Bateman, who was an assistant at Columbia under Lou Little for 11 years and at 
Penn under Steve Sebo from 1957 through 1959, is a native New Jerseyan. He at- 
tended Central High and St. Benedict’s prep in Newark before entering Columbia 
in 1934. He played guard under Little at Columbia, captaining the 1937 Lion eleven. 
He returned to Columbia as an assistant in 1946 after three years in the Navy and 
three years as coach at Middletown, N. Y., High School. 

The holder of a master’s degree in political science and a doctorate in education 
from Columbia, Dr. Bateman is Rutgers’ 15th football coach since 1go0. He and his 
wife have three sons. They live in Piscataway Township. 


Frank Burns, Associate Head Coach 

ECENTLY NAMED associate head coach and still the offensive coordinator, 

Frank Burns returned to Rutgers in 1961 after four years at Chatham High 
School. Rutgers’ all-time great quarterback (1945-48), Frank twice previously was 
on the Rutgers staff, first as freshman coach and later as backfield coach. In between 
he was head coach at Johns Hopkins for two years, A native of Roselle Park, Burns 
was an All-East selection at quarterback, excelled as a linebacker, was an outstand- 
ing baseball catcher, and played professional football briefly, 


Robert Naso, Defensive Coach 
AGS FOUR years as defensive line coach, Bob Naso recently was named de- 
fensive coordinator. The 1959 Rutgers alumnus has been on John Bateman’s 
staff since 1961, serving originally as freshman coach, As an undergraduate he 
played football and lacrosse, earning All-American honors in the latter, and has 
been the varsity lacrosse coach since 1962, His seven-year record, including six win- 
ning seasons in a row, is 50-g0-1, 


William J. Speranza, Defensive Backs 
ILL SPERANZA capped a four-year freshman coaching term with a 5-0 record 
last year and recently was elevated to the varsity staff to coach the defensive 
backs. He was quarterback on the undefeated 1961 Rutgers team, caught for three 
years on the baseball team and served two years as a football assistant in Bethlehem, 
Pa., before returning to Rutgers, 


James Taigia, Offensive Line 
A 1gh0 Rutgers graduate, Jim Taigia coached at Piscataway, Hillside and Rah- 
way High Schools before joining the staff recently. A native of Highland Park, 
he played guard for Rutgers and has been active as a basketball official and in New 


Jersey coaching organizations. This Fall he is assisting Bud Heilman (see page 3). 


Thomas G. Faulkner, Freshman Coach 
OM FAULKNER, a 1954 alumnus of Gettysburg, left a 17-game winning streak 
at North Plainfield High to become Rutgers Freshman Coach last spring. He 
coached for 14 years at five high schools before joining the Rutgers staff. At Gettys- 
burg, he played for John Yovicsin, Harvard coach. 


Sampson Brown, Assistant Freshman Coach 
1967 Rutgers Alumnus, Sam Brown joined the staff last year and coaches the 
freshman linemen. A native and resident of Rahway, he came to Rutgers in 
1964 at the age of 25 and in his junior and senior seasons, excelled at defensive 
tackle. 


Rutgers Athletic Administration 


Albert W. Twitchell, Director of Athletics 


A= A distinguished coaching career which terminated in 1961, Albert W. 
Twitchell succeeded Harry J. Rockafeller as director of athletics at Rutgers. A 
1935 graduate of the University, Twitchell has been a member of the staff since 1947 
as a coach and administrator. 

Twitchell won six varsity letters as an undergraduate, captaining the 1934 foot- 
ball team as center and winning the Donald Leslie Coursen trophy, highest indi- 
vidual athletic award given at the University. 

A native of Dedham, Mass., he began his coaching career at North Plainfield, 
N. J., High School. He went to Sewanhaka High School in 1937, served later as as- 
sistant football coach at Hofstra College, then returned to Sewanhaka as head coach 
of football and lacrosse until 1947. 

He coached sub-varsity football and freshman lacrosse at Rutgers until he be 
came varsity line coach in 1949 and succeeded his own former coach, Fred Fitch, as 
varsity lacrosse mentor in 1950. During his 12 seasons as lacrosse coach, his teams 
won go games, lost 31 and tied one. He became assistant to the director of athletics 
in 1952, later was named assistant director. 

Twitchell is past president of the U. S$. Lacrosse Coaches Assn. and the Inter- 
collegiate Lacrosse Assn. He coached the North all-star team in 1953, was named 
“Jacrosse coach of the year” in 1958 and has served eastern athletics and lacrosse, 
in particular, in many ways since becoming an Administrator. He helped organize 
and is a member of the executive committee of the National Association of Athletic 
Directors. 


Frederick E. Gruninger, Assistant Director 

ITH KEN GERMANN’S departure to become Columbia Athletic Director, 

Fred Gruninger has moved up from his post as assistant to the director to 
become Al Twitchell’s chief aide. A 1953 Rutgers alumnus, Fred served in Alumni 
Relations for five years, holding the title of Associate Director, before shifting to 
the Athletic Department in 1964. As an undergraduate he played football and base: 
ball and following his graduation was a golf professional briefly. He will continue 
to coach the Rutgers varsity golf team, which he has directed to a 50-25-1 record 
in five seasons. 


Otto H. Hill, Business Manager 


MEMBER OF the Rutgers staff since 1947, Otto Hill was appointed business 

manager of athletics in 1961. A 1942 graduate of Rutgers, he served in the 
Army and Air Force during World War II returning to earn his master’s degree in 
1947. He coached junior varsity and freshman football, moving up to the varsity as 
end coach in 1953, a post he held through 1955. He was freshman swimming coach 
from 1947 until 1956, when he succeeded the late Jim Reilly as varsity swimming 
coach. He relinquished that post to take over his present assignment and direct the 
University’s aquatics program. 


Donald Heilman, Assistant to the Director 
ERVING HIS final season as offensive line coach in football, Bud Heilman will 
shift to administrative duties following the current football season, succeeding 
Fred Gruninger. Heilman joined the football staff in 1966 after six years at Kutz- 
town State. Heilman is a graduate of West Chester State and will complete 19 years 
of football coaching this fall.

The Outlook —1968 


There is a good chance that Rutgers will will come up with representative of- 
fensive and defensive first units, despite some question marks. But depth remains a 
problem which could spell the difference as the Scarlet heads into a rugged 10-game 
schedule which includes nary a pushover. 

There is no denying the presence of a moderate group of solid players. On 
offense, tailback Bryant Mitchell, tackles Rich Koprowski and Dave Zimmerman 
and quarterback Bruce Van Ness could be in the running for honors of varying 
degrees, 


And on defense, there aren’t many better linebackers than Rich Bing and Lee 
Schneider nor defensive backs than John Pollock, the safety. 


“What happens when one of these players is out of action for a while?” Coach 
John Bateman asks, “The replacements just aren’t up to the quality of the starters, 
with very few exceptions,” 


THE OFFENSE: A slight change in formation, with two tight ends and a 
flanker back replacing the old split end and wingback. The line has five solid vet- 
erans and should be in good shape if junior John Orrizzi fulfills his promise at 
center and Jim Benedict, a transfer, comes through at left end. There is fine size, 
with about a 21% average, but the second unit barely averages 200 pounds and is 
composed exclusively of newcomers. The backfield is better off in depth, with 
Mitchell and Van Ness expected to be true standouts. Four sophomores will battle 
for the flanker job, with Al Fenstemacher heading the list. 


THE DEFENSE: There will be some use of 4-4 alignments to take advantage 
of strong linebacking. Tackle Jim DiGiacinto, at 240, is the only sizable lineman 
and should help stabilize what was a problem area last year. The secondary has 
been helped by the move of Pete Savino from the offense. The depth is green 
and a couple of starting jobs are unsettled. This will be a young unit, with only 
three or four seniors expected to start and its rapid development will be necessary 
for team success. 


GENERAL: Punting is questionable, place kicking should be good with Jim 
Julian, The second year of spring drills should make a difference, but the addition 
of a tenth game eliminated a scrimmage. 


BATEMAN: “The schedule is one of the toughest we have faced. It will take 
exceptional play by the veterans, quick development of the sophomores and some 
luck with injuries if we are to have a break-even or better season. We will be 
respectable, but so will almost every one of our opponents.”

JOE BARONE, junior. The starting freshman quarterback in 1966, Joe was moved 
to end last year, getting tryouts offensively and defensively. He caught six passes 
in the spring game. Need for good receivers projects him strongly into the 
picture . . . Romance Languages major, hoping for graduate school. 


JOHN BAUER, sophomore. A regular with the 1967 freshman team, John is a 
promising young player, both as a receiver and blocker. He is from a football 


family, his father serves as head coach at Randolph Township . . . Good show- 
ing in spring game boosted his stock . . . Liberal Arts students, plans to teach 
and coach. 


JIM BENEDICT, junior. Jim came to Rutgers last year with Rich Policastro from 
V.M.L, where both spent two years. He sat out the 1967 season, but worked 
out frequently and was slotted as a starting offensive end in spring practice and 
held the job ... Is enrolled in physical education curriculum, 


RICK BONSALL, junior. Halfway through fall practice last year Rick won a first 
string assignment and has been there ever since.

BOB STONEBRAKER, junior. With a fine sophomore season behind him, Bob is 
settled now at a tight end spot after spending part of ’67 at split end. He 
catches and blocks well and is a hard worker . . . Background includes wrestling 
and baseball . . . Majoring in physical education.

MURRAY BAKST, sophomore. After showing well with the freshmen as a center 
and linebacker, Murray could make the offensive team at tackle, where a va- 
cancy exists . . .

JIM DiGIACINTO, Junior. Two games late last season on defense, the addition of 
20 pounds and an impressive spring game have made a regular out of Jim, who 
was a reserve on offense for the first seven games last year . . .

Majoring 
in Business Administration. 


DENNIS DUTCH, senior. Although he prefers playing end on defense, Denny went 
to tackle last year for the benefit of the team and gave it all he had. He was 
given a shot at an end job in spring drills, but the likelihood is that he will 
stay at tackle . . . A History student, he plans to enter the Navy after grad- 
uation.

JOHN LANGENUS, junior. One of the leading linemen on the 1966 freshman 
eleven, John missed football last fall after minor surgery and a shoulder injury 
. . . Showed he had lost little of his 1966 form in spring drills . . . Threw the 
shot over 1 feet last spring in track . . . His father is Rutgers graduate . . . 
Liberal Arts student. 


BOB STOCKMAN, senior. Bob is good example of someone who simply wants to 
play football. Dropped out of school for a year after his sophomore season, 
when he was end, but returned in spring and showed enough promise to move 
in behind Dave Zimmerman at right guard . . . Majoring in Wildlife Biology. 


DAVE ZIMMERMAN, senior. Probably the strongest blocker on the offensive line, 
Dave has been a starting tackle the last two years, now moves over to guard, 


where he is quick enough despite his 245 pounds . . . Played baseball last 
spring at third base . .. Was an All-New England prep school choice, has hopes 
of continuing in football . . . Majoring in History.

RON ASTRIDGE, senior. After tryouts at tackle, offensively and defensively, Ron has 
been moved to center. He was given a shot at a starting job last spring, but is 
lacking slightly in mobility . . . Also plays rugby . . . Majoring in Geology, Ron 
intends to join the Peace Corps after graduation. 

JOHN ORRIZZI, junior. Considered a strong player, Jack backed up Tom Vitolo 
last year, played briefly, but showed his mettle as an athlete by excelling on 
defense in lacrosse, where he could be an “all” choice in the future . . . Very 
quick, he has real leadership potential .., A Liberal Arts student. 
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GARY TINNEY, sophomore. An alternate at center with the freshman team last 
year, Gary withstood the tests last spring and heads into the fall as the number 
two man at the pivot post . . .

RICH BING, senior. Without doubt, one of the better players on the defensive 
unit . . . Excellent techniques, good speed and hitting ability combined with 
great desire to succeed . . .

CHUCK BOWERS, senior, Blessed with considerable talent and speed, Chuck was 
troubled by a knee injury last season and was slowed down as a result... 
Had great deal of success last season in lacrosse and is hoping for a carry-over 
into football . . . Majoring in Agricultural Research, he intends to go to med- 
ical school. 


STEVE BOYD, sophomore, Immediately impressive as a linebacker last spring, 
Steve was tested on offense, too, but was restored to defense where he probably 
will be a key reserve . . . Also participated in lacrosse . . , Agriculture major, 
intends to become marine biologist. 


LARRY CLYMER, sophomore. Slotted in the “Rover,” or “Knight,” position, as it 
will be known, Larry is fast and strong, abilities he uses to overcome a lack of 
height (5-8) . . .

DREW FORGASH, senior. Troubled by injuries a year ago, Drew stood out with 
his tackling in spring drills and is looking forward to a starting assignment . . .

KEVIN O’CONNOR, sophomore, One of the leading players in Long Island two 
years ago, Kevin operated from fullback and linebacker with the freshmen and 
is tabbed as a future standout at the latter position . . .

ALAN MILLER, junior A defensive halfback last year, Alan has been moved to

LEE SCHNEIDER, junior. One of the top members of the defensive unit, Lee will 
be in the line at middle guard or behind it as a linebacker.

MEL BROWN, senior. Mel has been a solid performer at fullback and tailback the 
last two seasons, although mostly as a backup man, Now, he’s a starter at a 
running back post, bringing with him a 3.9 average per carry over two seasons 
(86 for 334) . . . He’s also caught 12 passes in that span . . . Majoring in Ag- 
ricultural-Business, 

JOE CAMPASSI, senior. Often referred to by the defense as the hardest runner 
to bring down, Joe got a few brief outings last year but is expected to see more 
action at fullback in 1968. He is a quick starter with better than average speed 
and battles hard for extra yardage.
